very fllight. for the reason that the girl* 
of this country are taught to lie thor- 
oughly independent, self reliant and 
above all honorable in their actions. 
The young ladies of the present day take 
part in almost as many athletic sport; 
as do their brothers. The commingling 
of the sexes which resnlts from this and 
the rivalry which it engenders rendei 
the American girl keenly conscious ol 
her powers and the privileges of bci 
sex. She learns to stand up for bet 
rights aud always insists upou getting 
them. 

Such a girl needs not a chaperon, fot 
she is perfectly capable of taking rare ol 
lierself. I do not mean by this that par 
ties of young ladies, especially before 
they reach the age of 2b, should attend 
public places without escort. As a gov 
erning power controls everything in th< 
universe, so is it necessary that an oidei 
person of the same sex accompany them 
not so much from the fear that th t 
young ladies will disregard or willfull) 
break any of the social laws, but rathei 
that they may have some one to look uj 
to in emergencies. 

While much may lie said in favor oi 
the clmjteron system of Europe and 
America, yet it has its j-ernicious side. 
If the chaperon be a woman of social 
I-isitioti and thoroughly honorable, all it 
well: but I regret to say that much tin 
derhand and disgraceful conduct is ofter 
condoned by unscrupulous guardians. 
This applies more especially to Europe 
America is “the land of the free and tht 
home of the brave." and the American 
girl, in every step that she takes, ein 
phasi/es that fact. 

Nowhere else iu the world are womei 
permitted the same freedom or tn-ated 
with the same respect by the opposite 
sex as in this country. The children art 
called precocious and the young ladie; 
self assertive and independent, but thit 
is owing to their training, which they 
receive Irom their earliest infancy. 
Watch two children of the same family 
at play together— the one a boy and the 
other a girl— and you will soon see that 
the boy has been taught to revere aud 
respect his sister. He willingly givet 
up his toy s to humor her slightest whim 
au*l in all things treats her with the 
greatest consideration. This fosters in 
the girl a spirit of independence— nay. 
even of command— towurd the op{*.>sit« 
sex. She knows she will not l»e insulted, 
no matter what she may choose to say. 
for the American man has profited by 
the training given to the l»oy. What 
need, then, of a chaperon, in the Euro 
ja-an sense, for the American girl? Kht 
does not require such espionage, since 
among her moral attributes honesty i.- 
invariably the controlling principle 
which foims the basis of her conduct 
Countess Norraikow.

Then there is 
the shabby genteel widow of an army 
or navy officer, who proclaims herself 
the offshoot of some noble family and 
plumes herself upon that distinction. 
Her charges are usually selected from 
middle class English life. 

In France the term chaperon con- 
veys an entirely different meaning. The 
governess in that sunny clime plays a 
dual role, for she must everywhere ac- 
company the maiden intrusted to her 
care. In France, as in England, the in- 
troduction of a young girl into society is 
an important episode in her career, es- 
pecially if aha have wealth and be alao 
the happy possessor of high connections. 
These lend their aid to make the event 
os brilliant as possible. 

The most particular of all flrmntries 
in this respect is Spain, whose sunny 
daughters are watched with a never tir- 
ing eye. They are not permitted to step 
beyond the home limits without a watch- 
ful attendant at their side. But the 
Spanish girl, iu one respect at least, is 
no different from her sister of other 
climes, for despite the diligent care be- 
stowed upon her she finds many oppor- 
tunities to telegraph loving glances to 
the opposite sex. 

The chaperoning of young ladies in 
Russia is somewhat different from that 
which obtains in other countries. It is 
not that the Russian girl is jieruiitted 
more freedom, but that she demands it 
and insists on having it. Among the 
nobility this system of espionage is car- 
ried out with more or less stringency. 
The college students demand perfect 
liberty of action as well us freedom of 
thought. Otherwise how could so many 
of them become embroiled in the acts of 
the liberal thinkers of that empire: The 
daughters of the merchant or middle 
class have very little social life which 
calls for the service of a chaperon. The 
swatka. or matchmaker, takes her place. 
The daughter of the household is seldom 
permitted to be a free agent in the busi 
ness of husband choosing. Her ‘oppor- 
tunities are circumscribed, uud she per- 
force yields to the wishes of her parents. 

In Germany this matter is viewed 
from a very practical stHndjKjiut. aud 
until the engagement of the young lady 
is announced the services of a chaperon 
are constantly called into play. ThcGe-r- 
matt life, like the English, is essentially 
a home one, and many of the same re- 
strictions encircle both. 

But in England the business of chap- 
eroning is carried on to a greater extent 
and under more peculiar conditions. 
English girls, as a rule, are kept in the 
nursery, so to speak, till they are past 
their seventeenth or eighteenth year. 
Their time is entirely given up to study 
and a sort of maternal care of their 
younger brothers and sisters. It is only 
in rare cases that some particular study 
is taken up, with the object of delving 
deep into its mysteries. The knowledge 
urquired is usually superficial and tite 
the girl for little more than the duties <>f 
a good wife and mother. Her entrance 
into society, no matter to what class she 
belongs, is u marked event in her life 
The mother, if alive, is always supposed 
to lend her gracious presence to the oc- 
casion. If it be otherwise, some female 
friend is deputed to perform the duty of 
sponsor. Tins custom applies to all 
classes of society, from the highest to 
the lowest. 

We are sjx-aking of non professional 
chaperons. The professional belongs to 
quite a different sphere. She offers Iter 
services for money and sells herself to 
the highest bidder for whatever of distinc- 
tion she is able to carry into Iter work. 
It has been variously hinted that ladies 
taking high rank in London’s social cir- 
cles have been found autoug tins latter 
class, but this statement is not announced 
as a fact, for the reason that unworthy 
motives are often attributed to the doer 
of a generous act. This is especially t lie- 
case if the lady have high raua and but 
little money to sustain the dignity of 
her position. 

Rich Americans have of late years be- 
come somewhat of a prey to the profes- 
sional cnajieron. This is only when 
friends are lacking on the other side, and 
the young lady anxious to enter gotsi Eu- 
ropean society finds it imperative to have 
some one who will vouch for her. Some 
funny stories involving both sides have 
been told in reference to this matter, 
but it is not well to give credence to all 
one hears. The higher classes of society 
on both continents r.ro becoming so in-

vice and ample means give her the in- 
dependence demanded in a reformer. 
Being childless, family cares set lightly 
on her shoulders, and there is leisure for 
culture even in the midst of aggressive 
work. Before entering upon public life 
Mrs. Gougar was known as a writer of 
concise and fluent English. She was a 
freqtu-nt contributor to the Chicago In 
ter Ocean, an orthodox Republican i>a 
per. 

The greatest battle of Mrs. Onugar'r 
life took place some years ago when sht 
first appeared as a woman's advocate. A 
man of prominence referred to the new 
light in terms that could only be avenged 
by a caning or a pistol shot. Although 
a wife, Mrs. Gougar took the matter in 
in her own hands and horsewhipped la r 
defauter in the public streets. Then she 
went uj»in the platform to justify her 
course anti to vindicate the right of her 
sex to the* same rights and privilege, 
that men have, immunity from ques- 
tion and criticism as to their private af 
fairs. 

In a practical way Mrs. Gougar drew 
up the law granting municipal suffrage 
to women in the state of Kansas. In a 
practical wav she demonstrated the vir- 
tue in her theories by heading a rrusads 
to redeem the city of Leavenworth. Kan., 
from slum rule, which was accomplished 
by the votes of women.

women. Men are employed as engi 
neers, rar]ienter8. watchiin-n. firemen, 
fanners and gardeners, and there is one 
electrician, the buildings being lighted 
by electricity, but every jierson directly 
in charge of the prisoners is a woman. 
There is a snjierintendent, a physician 
and a chaplain, and the rest are matrons 
and deputy matrons or assistant ma- 
trons. The word “keeper" is not used 
at Sherliom prison. Prisoners are sent 
there for various terms, none less than a 
year. At first short sentence prisoners 
were received, but it was found that at 
least a year was needed for the reforma- 
tory influences to make much impres- 
sion, and as that waa the main object of 
the whole plan the tiina was increased. 
The crimes committed are many, classi- 
fied under three heads — offenses (I) 
against |s-rw>n or projierty, (2) against

Tiie most of the ladies who make np 
wash dresses endeavor to have them so 
trimmed that they need not undone 
to be washed, but sometimes it seem* 
that it has to be done. When it is done, 
the trimming being likely to fade, it is 
well to plunge the garment into strong 
salt water and leave it tlmre all night, 
rinsing it iu the morning through two or 
three waters before washing it. So soap 
should be rubbed directly U|s,n the gar- 
ment, and any goods of delicate color 
should he dried in tiie shade.
